Another Idea Advanced.

In connection with the matter which
18 now agitating the people of the Third
ward, another suggestion has been -
vanced. It Is that representatives of
the Third ward determine just how
much of the cost the council Is willing
the ity should bear, Most of the mem-
bers would be satisfled to muke nn ap-
propriation of $1500. It this sum could
be agreed upon the property could be
#0 assessed as to bear the remainder.

“The limit which the property in-
terested will bear is $8600," s:;ld the
city attorney,” when questioned yes-
terday., ““This sum takes in all the
property in the distriet. However,
whether or pot that amount could be
raised there is n question, for th
réason that some of the land would not
be benefited as much @8 other tracts,
and therefore might not be able to
bear what appears to be the [full
amount. There I8 a certaln manner
of making assessments, and that meth-
od would have to be followed out In
this case as In others. The estimated
cost of the improvement s $9500, and
members of the council very correctly
entertain the belief that the excess
may be congiderably more than $1500.”
